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Demands of the Engineers—A Conference 


Submitted To-Morrow. : 
New Tonk, January 6.—The Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railroad management has decided not to 
accede to the demands of the engineers and in 
all probability the engineers will go on strike 
early to-day. They.are simply awaiting a form- 
al communication of the refusal, which they 
expect to get at the II o’clock conference to- 
day with Col. Hain. Meanwhile, without 
waiting for the conference, the Manhattan 
Railway Company has taken the initiative and 
will ran no Second avenue or Ninth avenue 
trains to-day, so thatit can concentrate its 
forces on the busier lines in the event of a 
strike. Jay Gould, Oyrus W. Field and Col. 
Hain stayed out last night and rode up and 
down the lines of the Sixth and Third avenues, 


midnight they ordered the City Hall branch 
closed, and it will be closed to-day with the 
Second and Ninth avenues. The object of this 
is to make the remaining force of engineers 
go as far as possible to-day in operating the 
two roads, which it will be attempted to keep 


open. 

Grand Chief Arthur of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers of the United States 
arrived here yesterday morning, and

The directors further said that the 
engineers are well paid, and that their griev- 
ances mentioned in their formal complaint 
to Col. Hain are not sufficiently important to 
warrant the directors in granting the conces- 
sions asked for.

A BIG BLAZE. 


Burning of a Huge Oil Tank at the Stan- 
ard Company’s Works. 
o’clock this morning a 15,000 barrel tank of re- 
fined oil caught fire from some unknown 
cause at the Standard Oil Company's No. 1 
Works. The Fire Department, together with 
the Standard Oil Company’s local fire appa- 
ratus, soon got to work. Other large tanks in 
dangerous proximity caused apprehensions of 
a great dre. The burning tank made a magni- 
ficent spectacle, lighting up a large territory. 
As quickly as possible arrangements were 
made to drain the tank. The fire at 6:30 a. m. 
was still burning flercely, but it is hoped to 
keep it confined to this tank. 
FULL PARTICULARS. 

Shortly after 5 o’clock this morning a fire 
broke out in tank No. 13, which is located near 
the track of the Nickel Plate Railroad in the 
enclosure of the Standard Oil Works. An 
alarm was turned in and engines Nos. 8,7 and 
13, and truck No. 8 responded. The Standard 
Company has recently created a fire deparment 
of its own, which had several streams playing 
upon the burning tank when the city depart- 
ment arrived. A few minutes later sixteen 
powerful streams were directed upon the tank 
and ite surroundings. At 5:56 asecond call 
was sent in and engines 2, 8, 9 and 14 were soon 
atthe scene of the conflagration. The tank, 
which holds 30,000 barrels of oil, 1 t 
two-thirds full, and while the dames a 
ing from the top a hundred feet into the alr, 
pipes were ped at the bottom and the work 
of transferring the oil to other tanks was be- 
gun.

At 11 o' clock the situation at the fire remains 
unchanged. The efforts of the fire depart- 
ment are directed mainly tothe protection of 
the surrounding pe erty and the oil is being 
exhausted from the — tank as rapidly as 
possible. It is now thought the middle of the 
afternoon will be reached before the fire is 
out. The management state that they will be 
unable to fix the loss for several hours yet. 

At 10 o'clock the fire is still confined to one 
tank and all danger of its spreading is past.

A TERRIBLE MYSTERY. 


Twelve Murders Within Three Years—No 
Trace to the Murderers. 

Mr. Albert Bradbury, a prominent citizen of 
Austin, Tex., arrived in the city this morning 
and is stopping at the Laclede. In conversa- 
tion with a PosT-DISPATCH reporter Mr. Brad- 
bury gave an interesting recapitulation of the 


horribie murders which have occurred at 
Austin within the past few years.

same person. With the exception of three 
married men, the victims were of the gentler 
sex, four being married women and the others 
young girls. In every case the women and girls 
were agged from their beds at night, 
carried out of the house into the back yard, 
and after being subjected to tne most terrible 
cruelties, dispatched in a horrible manner, 
with the blow of an ax, or some blunt instru- 
ment. The time selected by the wretch, or 
wretches, whichever it may be, is always 
the same, being either on as 
or New Year’s day or during Ohristmas week. 
Detectives from New York and Chicago have 
been engaged to run the murderers down, and 
instance bloodhounds were 
the scent within an hour 
the deed was committed, but 
all to no avail. The mystery surrounding the 
bloody affairs is still unpenetrated. The citi- 
zens of Austin have been aroused to a pitch of 
great excitement. They are at a loss to know 
what course to pursue, and recognize that un- 
til the murderer is ferretted out and brought 
to justice their lives are in danger.

The Irish Scheme. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, January 6.—Earl Grey’s manifesto 
on the Irish question irritates the National- 
ist» without affecting public opinion against 
Gladstone's schemes. Grey is useful as a 
political weather-cock, pointing always in the 
direction opposite to national progress. The 
opposition of the Nationalists’ leaders to the 
proposed Government Irish bill is growing. 
The spokesmen of the party declare they will 
not accept what has been christened a Phan - 
tom National Assembly.“ A baek-down is repre- 
sented to be impossible in view of the attitude 
of the Irish-American supporters of the Na- 
tionalist cause. 

THE BREACH IN THE MINISTERIAL PARTY 
on what is denounced by the landed interests 
as the weak submission of Salisbury to Church- 
hill, is reflected in the attitude of the Govern- 
ment spokesmen, who attempt to conciliate 
both sides and succeed in pleasing neither. 
Earl Conyer’s letters declaring Parnell’s 
ascendancy to be the worst feature of the 
agitation, accurately reflect the opinion of a 
large body of moderate Liberals whose sup- 
port is absolutely essential to the eventual 
success Of Gladstone's Irish measure. 

CHAMBERLAIN AND HARTINGTON. 2 

It is stated at Liberal headquarters that com- 
munications leading to an early re-éstablish- 
ment of friendly political relations have taken 
place between Mr. Chamberlain and Lord 
Hartington. The two leaders find on 
a letter exchange of views that they are not so 
far apart in their Irish policy as they thought, 
being in perfect accord on the fundamental 
principal that Irish reform is not to include 
legislative independence of Great Britain, and 
that Ireland is entitled to a wide extension of 
the right of self-government inside that limit. 

THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

The great powers refuse to recognize the 
right claimed by Turkey to blockade Volo 
and the Gulf to prevent the landing of arms 
and munitions of war for the insurectionary 
forces in the Grwco-Turkish provinces. Turkey 
notifies the powers that the explanationg of 
the Greek Government as to the warlike pre- 
parations on the coast line and Turkish fron- 
tiers are unsatisfactory, and the demobiliza- 
tion of the Greek army has been demanded. 
There is grave reasons to fear that the Turkish 
troops in the Greek frontier may violate Greek 
territory and commence hostilities. A power- 
ful Turkish squadron is awaiting orders to 
blockade Volo. 


England. 
A SEVERE SNOWSTORM. 

LONDON, January 6.—A severe snowstorm 
has prevailed throughout England during the 
past eight hours. Railroad traffic is greatly 
impeded and many telegraph wires are broken. 
The snow greatly interferes with travel in Lon- 
don. 


Burmah. 
REBELS THREATENING MANDALAY. 

LONDON, January 6.—The Times correspond - 
ent at Mandalay telegraphs that 10,000 rebels 
are scouring the country within a radius of 
twenty miles of the capital, and that they 
threaten to attack the town. Fears of an 
emeute are felt, owing to the great reduction 
of the British force at Mandalay by the with- 
drawal of troops for the expedition to Bhamo.

; THE HOARDED SURPLUS. 

The fiscal statement made up on New 
Year's Day shows even a larger surplus 
than the statements on which the 
Poor - Disrarom based ita comments on Mr. 
Manwane’s delay in calling bonds. For 
the six months sinee July 1 the receipts of 
1885 are nearly $4,000,000 in excess of the 
receipts for the corresponding period in 
1864, and the expenditures $8,750,000 less 
than in 1884, The excess of receipts over 
éxpenditures in the last half of 1884 was 
$24,206,712, and in the last half of 1885 was 
$86, 720,217, a gain for 1885 of 12, 522, 505. 
The net balance or surplus in the Treas- 
ury now amounts to $71,018,872, all of 
which is available for the extinction of our 
interest-pearing debt, without touching 
the 6100, 000 000 n gold held for the re- 
demption ot greenbacks, and without 
toaching the A1, 500, O00 set apart to pay in- 
terest on Pacifico Rallroad bonds or any of 
thé $28,323,275 of small coins now in the 
Treasury. By adding these items we find 
that thé tue ‘surplus in the Treasury is 
20, 778, 961. But leaving out of the connt 
all that there is any shadow of ex- 
cuge for retaining in the Treasury, 
we find that Mr. Mannine is keeping 
hoarded there $71,018,872 of idle money for 
which there is no earthly use but the ex- 
tinction of thatamountof interest-bearing 
debt. And yet we are told that, having 
issued a call for $10,000,000 of bonds for re- 
demption on the first of next month, he 
will not call any more until Congress shall 
have suspended or refused to suspend the 
coinage of silyer. His policy of refusing 
to use the surplus at his command in re- 
deeming call bonds has cost the country 
$1,800,000 of interest already. If he waits 
for the final action of Congress on the sil- 
ver question, his policy may cost the peo- 
ple several millions more, besides inflict- 
ing on business the withdrawal of $71,000, - 
000 from ciroulation for an indefinite 
period—all that the banks may continue 
to draw the interest on that amount of 
bonds from the pockets of the people. 
What was that huge surplus taken from 
the people for, if not to lessen by that 
amount their interest-bearing burden? 
What exouse can be pleaded for any auto- 
crat of the Treasury who attempts such a 
serious contraction of the currency by re- 
fusing to apply that money to its proper 
and sacred publio use?

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AN UNDECIDED SENATOR, 


The latest indications are that Senator 


Evarrs is preparing for a grand tight-rope 
balancing act on the silver question. He 
at first announced himself as in substan- 
tial accord with Senator BECK’s views; 
but as soon as the statement appeared in 
print strong and angry protests began to 
pour in from his constituents till he was 
almost buried in a snow-drift of complain- 
ing letters. It is estimated that he re- 
ceived over fifteen thousand missives of 
this sort. Under such a bombardment of 
disapprobation the New York Senator 
has visibly weakened, and has receded 
somewhat from his original position, It 
is not yet known what ground he will 
select for permanent occupation when he 
formally announces his views on the silver 
question. In the meantime the mono- 
metallist papers which suddenly discovered 
that Senator FvarTs was an idiot have 
sharply modified the harsh conclusion 
and now content themselves with regard- 
ing him as only a half idiot. This latest 
discovery affords some relief, but not per- 
fect satisfaction.

It will 
be seen that our currency, including 
greenbacks, whieh rank with gold, rates 
higher in Havana than that of amy other na- 
tion, and all the products of the island of Cuba 
are on sale in exchange for our silver dollar 
and other forms of ‘‘fiat’’ money at the prices 
quoted. Though our dollar is about six 
millemes lighter than a Mexican dollar, it is 
worth in Cuba 14 to 15 per cent more, and this, 
too, in the face of much more liberal importa- 
tions of specie from this country than from 
Mexico, 


That Bond Call. 
From the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

Our special from Washington says it is re- 
ported that the call was issued by direction of 
the President. This is highly probable. He is 
a plain, blunt man, who would naturally take 
a common-sense view of the question.

The Gas Mystery.

Gen. Daniel Sickles, the brave soldier who 
left a leg at Gettysburg, was one of the wit- 
nesses, He related in feeling terms how his gas 
bills were presented with painful regularity 
while he and his family were in Europe, his 
house locked up and not a burner lighted for 
months.

He 
wrote a letter to the company begging them 
not to reduce the price of gas again if they had 
any respect for his gray hairs and eminent 
public services. Such another bill would be 
the death of him.
